The records the Columbus Convention which occupy the 
major part this number the QUARTERLY, give correct account 
the business transacted, but such report can really show the 
spirit the occasion. The business session was attended larger 
number non-delegates than usual, and yet, the total was small 
comparison with the membership the Society. Among the 
residents Columbus, and the thousand more attendance 
the scientific meetings being held the time, there were doubtless 
many who are members Sigma Xi. Even good part them 
were prevented from participating other engagements, one 
must still acknowledge that the actual attendance fell far below the 
possible figure. This discrepancy due, apparently, lack in- 
terest, ignorance the fact that conventions are open all 
members, even though voting limited accredited delegates. 
would powerful influence, arousing greater interest 
the Society, and diffusing knowledge its aims and the results 
being achieved, the attendance could very largely increased. 

There was lack interest among those present. The dis- 
cussion was general, and led clearer understanding weak 
points the organization, well greater opportunities open- 
ing before us. What misfortune, that there were not ten times 
many present, aid spreading abroad the results these dis- 
cussions. The enthusiasm shown the meeting, would have been 
great service some members, and would have helped answer 
the question that comes every now and then—is Sigma 
really doing anything worth while? you did not attend the 
Convention, make note now that you lost something 
good and plan come next time. 
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was unfortunate also that the chapter representation was not 
larger. Because the Constitution has been amended make 
quorum consist those duly accredited delegates who are pre- 
sent, possible transact the necessary business, even some 
delegates are forgetful and not turn up, some chapters are 
indifferent and make provision represented. The work 
the Society going splendidly. The delegates who were 
the convention brought reports active and successful work 
their chapters. They were eager spread more widely the influence 
movement which they had found valuable and they planned 
definitely extend the usefulness Sigma new fields. The 
chapters that were unrepresented lost opportunity gain infor- 
mation well inspiration and the mere review the formal 
record business transacted can not make good that loss. The 
Society would have gained something there had been larger 
representation the chapters, but the chapters themselves would 
have been the greatest gainers. 

The annual dinner was the largest which Sigma has ever 
held, and would have been even larger the capacity the room 
had been greater. After tickets had been sold excess the 
normal seating capacity, the Ohio Union was reluctantly forced 
refuse further appeals for places. spite the crowd the service 
was good, the dinner excellent, and everybody had good time. 
The plan inaugurated President Howe bringing distin- 
guished visitor the principal speaker was unlimited success, 
course, with ex-President Charles Eliot the speaker. What 
Doctor Eliot said the significance research made especially 
strong appeal the members, because voiced the experience 
one outside the membership the Society, who had had 
opportunities for measuring the influence education that for 
which Sigma stands. 


Members should examine the records the Columbus Conven- 
tion with view making recommendations members the 
executive committee for consideration the annual meeting provid- 
for the new by-law. planned hold this meeting 
possible the late spring early summer that full report 
its work may laid before every active member the Society 
the September Individuals and chapters will then 
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able consider any proposals fully that delegates the general 
convention next winter can participate effectively the discussions 
the Convention and much more satisfactory progress can 
made than the case when new proposals have not had such 
preliminary consideration.

After reading and discussion, the amendment was referred 
the next convention accordance with the Constitution the 
Society.

Mr. Shedd Cornell, brought before the Convention the stitua- 
tion southern California, where there are many scientific men and 
noteworthy scientific activities, and where there evident need 
the influences that might exerted chapter Sigma Xi. 
pointed out the time that the various institutions that 
territory had probably not yet reached the point which would 
feasible accordance with our policy establish chapters them. 
inquired whether there was any way which the influences 
the Society might extended the scientific men that territory. 
The President pointed out the value alumni chapter, and called 
attention the success which had attended the establishment the 
first alumni chapter the District Columbia. indicated also, 
the effective influences which such organization would exert 
drawing together all scientific men research proclivities, whether 
working small institutions, special organizations like laborator- 
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ies, observatories, other research foundations, carrying 
their research work under private auspices. expressed the hope, 
that might look forward the formation such chapter 
the region indicated, where could clearly exert vigorous influ- 
ence for the development research work while the same time, 
would helpful stimulus the members the organizations 
who are drawn together for conference and discussion. 

Professor Richtmyer Cornell, spoke the advisability ex- 
tending the influences the Society other countries, and the pos- 
sibility organizing chapters universities outside the United 
States. Attention was called the fact that the phraseology the 
Constitution made possible consider applications for granting 
charters from any point where interest was manifested the move- 
ment. 

The question, was motion, referred the Executive Com- 
mittee for consideration and such action might seem fit. 

The Report the Nominating Committee was presented, show- 
ing that the only vacancy filled was the position that member 
the Executive Committee, whose term expired with January 1916.

motion, the report was adopted, and the Secretary requested 
cast the ballot the Convention for the nominee.

President Charles Eliot Harvard University, who was 
present guest honor, was then called upon and spoke 
length upon The Significance Research and the Scientific 
Spirit for the Progress the Nation and the Human Race. 
also discussed the power and the duty the University president 
promoting research. 

President Charles Howe behalf the Society, expressed 
the thanks the Convention very gracefully, the local chapter 
and the Ohio Union whose building the meeting was being held, 
for conditions which made the Convention successful. 
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Every member the Society the Sigma vitally inter- 
ested its growth and despite the annual publication statistics 
elections membership, few have any adequate idea the rapid 
expansion which the society experiencing. Chapters are widely 
scattered, each working along steadily its own field, devoting 
scant attention progress any other and sufficiently occupied 
with its own problems. has been noted that transmitting for 
publication lists elections, chapter secretaries have many times 
expressed fear that perhaps the list new members this year 
was too large, but have justified the number the basis the great 
increase the total enrollment the college the number 
working engineering, agriculture, the graduate school. 

few figures set down together will show contrast the 
wonderful spread Sigma influence within very recent years. 
absolute record membership and elections different 
years available for the figures published annually are revised 
almost often subsequent secretaries. Apparently, chapters 
have not any precise record membership and certainly dif- 
ferent secretaries vary widely the classification candidates 
elected since the changes often consist shifting small groups from 
one column another the Statistical Summary. Yet the records 
printed these tables are substantially correct and give good 
picture the composition the Society the Sigma 
stands today. 

The Quarter Century Record and History very nearly 
7,500 names, including all elected December 31, 1911. The 
few accidental omissions that list would, added, carry the total 
clearly above that figure. The statistical record for 1912 (see 
QUARTERLY, 55) shows the election membership 720 per- 
sons, whom 352 were undergraduates, 274 resident graduates, 
and faculty members. With the addition these names the 
total membership stood 8,200. 

The table statistics for 1913 (see QUARTERLY, 55) records 
the election 743 new members whom 349 were undergraduates, 
280 resident graduates, 110 faculty members and alumni. The 
total membership the Society stood then about 8,950. The 
table statistics for 1914 (see QUARTERLY, 128) lists the elec-

tion 799 new members whom 282 were undergraduates, 305 
resident graduates, faculty members and 113 alumni, The grand 
total members the Society would then have about 9,750. 

The totals are stated only approximate figures for many 
reasons which may outlined more fully for the sake clearness. 
Chapter secretaries change frequently and new officers not 
always understand follow the practices their predecessors 
that totals are being revised from year year. Members move 
from one institution another and are sometimes omitted and 
again recorded additions the returns the chapter the new 
location. Dates elections vary greatly and the figures reported 
chapter secretary this year may not balance with those sent 
last year because they omit election period which was included 
the previous year because intermediate election was counted 
twice. Finally, the chapters have similar method, and few 
cases method all, making permanent record elections 
and cannot report the exact membership date. Despite these and 
other irregularities the records are being constantly revised and 
corrected that some early future date true list the member- 
ship will existence. With total membership estimated 
9,750 the close the last academic year safe maintain 
that the grand chapter roll has already passed ten thousand and 
the close this college year will have gone full five hundred beyond 
that figure. body ten thousand scholars should powerful 
influence the field research and should make that influence felt 
through the length and breadth our country. 

important examine more detail these figures which 
present the growth the last few years see they afford any 
evidence the which the Society growing and the 
character the increase making. the outset one sees that 
the number undergraduate elections appears distinctly 
decreasing. 1912 only four chapters elected undergraduates 
viz., Chicago, Indiana, Syracuse, and Wisconsin. 1914 Minne- 
sota and Missouri had joined the list those who reported 
undergraduate elections, and other chapters had proceeded more 
cautiously with such elections since the total elections under this 
caption had fallen off from 352 282, loss 20%. University 
statistics show that during the same period there had been average 
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increase enrollment more than 10% that the relative decrease 
amounts about 25%. The number faculty members elected 
fluctuated about 10% but the last year showed only gain over 
the first year the series used and the light material increase 
the size the teaching staff institutions represented, such 
change has particular significance. The new faculty members 
added the Society each year constitute only little more than 
its total membership and one eliminates the fraction 
introduced here changes from one institution another this 
figure becomes even less. However, nearly permanent part 
the active membership this element possessed great influence 
and undoubtedly aids determniing the policy the organization 
degree out all relation its percentile size. While only one- 
fourth the average annual increment the chapters, the new 
faculty membership forms probably least nine-tenths the annual 
increase active membership and will continue so. The elec- 
tions from resident graduates have grown steadily this series 
years from 274 305, increase about 10%. 
would possible determine exactly what ratio this increase 
bears the growth enrollment graduate students the institu- 
tions concerned but have not taken the trouble collect the data 
necessary. From general knowledge the increase graduate 
enrollment especially the Central West, believe myself that 
elections Sigma have increased much less rapidly than the 
number students who might claim attention. seems probable 
that the apparent increase this part the field fact 
relative decrease sufficiently distinct noteworthy. Sigma 


chapters have opinion grown more conservative the elec- 
tion members. 


The number alumni members elected was much increased last 
year since two chapiers, Northwestern and Ohio State, together 
chose 100 alumni membership whereas the total elections under 
this heading previous years have been only There 
much said favor the reéxamination alumni lists 
stated periods order that the Society may gain the support and 
influence men who have made good research. The Society 
would profit the experience the chapters which have done this 
and the publication such lists the strongly 
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advised not only for that reason but also order make the list 
matter permanent record and give wide dissemination. 

the last report attention was called the fact that the reports 
chapter activities which had been published, came from only 
part the chapters membership the Society. This year 
reports have appeared from Cornell, Chicago, Illinois, Michigan, 
Missouri, Northwestern, and Syracuse, only seven out the twenty- 
eight chapters enrolled just one four. this calculation 
have omitted two newly organized chapters, District Columbia 
and Texas, which have furnished complete reports their organiza- 
tion that were printed; however, these are only the first year 
their history. this year’s record added that given last year 
recorded the QuARTERLY (3: 22, March, 1915) appears 
that three annual reports have been printed for Chicago, Cornell, 
and Michigan two for Missouri, Northwestern, and Purdue. 
The first report for Syracuse appeared this year and report 
all has ever been furnished Brown, California, Case, Columbia, 
Washington University, Wisconsin, Each the chapters not 
named represented only single printed report the records 
the last three years. many will appear unfortunate 
condition that small part the records Sigma are 
permanent 

The reasons for asking the chapters print reports have been 
often urged Sigma conventions that may superfluous 
mention them here, but venture note some them again 
brief form. just thirty years since the Society Sigma 
was founded, has enjoyed growth beyond all expectation, 
especially the last third that period. any organization spread 
over the length and breadth the continent, personal contact 
between chapters difficult not the only way which 
any one chapter may know much the character and development 
other chapters through the medium printed record. The 
personal relations that are wisely maintained between chapters 
geographic proximity may readily develop into sectionalism some 
more general and far-reaching influence does not counteract the 
narrowing tendency.

The printed records the Cornell chapter demonstrate 
that general elections can conducted select from large 
body students doing only undergraduate work, those who show 
the promise research and should encouraged develop the 
power. 

The question has been asked again and again members 
private and chapter meetings what are other chapters 
What are the exact methods they employ and what sort results 
are they securing elections and other chapter activities? The 
chapters owe themselves well the Society put this 
information such form that may the command every 
member. will serve develop mutual interest and codperation, 
and repress sectionalism and narrow individualism. make its 
work widely known both the privilege and the obligation every 
chapter. 

The seven chapters which did transmit reports for printing last 
year are more than averagely influential. They elected about 40% 
the new faculty members and the resident graduate students 
admitted the Society the Sigma during the year, and only 
17% the undergraduates chosen during the same period. 
examination the records publication and research work sub- 
mitted these chapters the basis which the elections were 
made will justify their action abundantly even the opinion 
the most conservative members our Society.

the meeting the Illinois Chapter, March 16, 1916, the 
following conditions eligibility for election membership were 
adopted 

Professors and Instructors, Non-resident Members, and 
Graduates more than five years standing: considered essen- 
tial that persons any one the above classes shall have published 
the results scientific research conducted them, pre- 
requisite for election the Sigma Society; provided, however, 
that the publication master’s doctor’s theses shall not con- 
sidered fulfilling this requirement.
